LADY DECIES is thp widow of the recently deceased BARON DECIES, 
a well-known British political figure. LADY DECIES is a member of the 
DREXEL family and ANTHONY DREXEJ^dODDLE is her cousin. LADY DECIES is 
the owner of a $5,000,000 home in Paris, France 4 and apparently has been 
in intimate contact with various members of European royalty including 
Queens WILHELMINA and MARIE and others* At the present time LADY DE CI E S 
is residing at the Plaza Hotel in New York and appears to have no 
special motive in making the above statements. With the exception of 
the fact that LADY DECIES is greatly worried about the safety of her 
Paris home, she appears to be otherwise normal.
